ANNIHILATION IS IMPOSSIBLE. 

It is n iw ascertained, and is capablo of the 
clearest proof, that the simple elements of which 
all substance is composed cannot by any con- 
ceivable means be des' roved — they may indeed 
be so changed as not to present the least resem- 
blance to their previous forms — they may be dis- 
sipated into invisible vapor, and be apparently 
annihilated ; but we learn from the science of 
Chemistry, that in every shape the satno elements 
remain inextinguishable und unaltered. The 
phenomena of solution affords some of the most 
obvious illustrations of complete changes pro- 
duced in bodies without causing their annihila- 
tion. 

If a piece of silver be imworsed in diluted 
nitrick arid, in a short time the silver will be 
entirely dissolved. Its hardness, its lustre, i's 
tenacity, its specific gravity, all the characteris- 
tics, which distinguish it as a metal, are gone. 
Its verv form lias vanished, and the hard, splendid, 
ponderous and opaque metal, which a few min- 
utes before was immersed in the mixtures, is ap 1 
patently annihilated. Tho liquid however re- 
mains as limped as before; it presents no differ- 
ence in appeatanco lo indicate a change; what 
then has become of the solid piece of solid silver 
which was placed in the liquid? must we conclude 
that it is annihilated? Put some pieces of cop- 
per into the solution and the silver will reappear 
nnd fall into the bottom of the glass in small 
brilliant metalic crystals. Though solution is 
one of the simplest processes of nature, the limi- 
ted faculties of man will not permit him to com 
prebend the mode in which it operates.

DEATH OF ROBERT FURLONG, Jr. 
Doubtless all our readers remember the trial of 
Richard P. Robinson, for the murder of Ellen 
Jewett, nnd equally well that the individual 
[whose name heads this paragraph was a most ma- 
jterial witness fir the accused, he having proved 
[an alibi in the case. In October last, lie took 
[passage on board the brig 'Vixford, Captain 
j.Munday, for Pnrto Cabello, and on (he third day 
[out he began to evince symptoms of aberration 
of mind, evidently tho presage of an attack of 
delirium tremens. 

While in this situation, he would mutter inco- 
herent sentences about Hnbinson and Ellen 
Jewett, and as his patoxysms increased in vio- 
lence, his conduct grew more outrageous, and his 
[constant exclamations w-ere that Ellen Jewett 
was before him. He get on deck and could not 
he persuaded to come below, declaring that Ellen 
Jewett, was in the cabin concealed. As the at- 
tack subsided, he became more calm, and while 
sane stated to one of the officers of the vessel 
and a fellow passenger, a physician; that when, 
on the trial, lie swore to the fact of Robioson 
being in his store an the night of the murder, he 
believed it as firmly as that lie lived, and would 
have sworu to the same thing again, but that 
now he was perfectly convinced that such was 
not tho fact, and that he was innocent of any evil 
intention. 

On the second day his malady grew worse, and 
it was proposed to confine him, hut he perched 
himself upon the gunwale of the vessel, and de- 
clared that if any one approached him he would 
[jump overboard. Alter several attempts to in- 
duce him lo come aboard, he sprang into the sea, 
and a tub and ropes were at once thrown lo him, 
but he sank without attempting to reach them. 
A seaman on board the vessel then seized a plunk 
and jnmped overboard, reached the unfortunate 
man, but by the time be was got on board, life 
was extinct, and all attempts to resuscitate him 
proved vain. Next day the body was committed 
to the deep, with due solemnity. 

THE USE OF FIRE ARMS. 

The constant murders by pistols, rifles and 
Bowie-knives occurring in the western sections 
of our country, and set down as ‘‘unfortunate 
casualties, ” “unpleasant affairs,” and “unpleas- 
ant disputes,” are a great disgrace to the laws — 
to humanity, nnd to our national character.

This is not duelling— this is not a 
lair, organized, and art tinged meeting lo settle a 
great wrong — it is ruffianism, brutality, horrid 
passion, followed by open assassination; and un- 
til a l*cw of the survivors arc banged, we shall 
have no end of these scenes. As long as deadly 
weapons arc carried about the person, they will 
he tt-cd in provocation. A very passionate man 
may draw on a slight insult and knrle hts adver- 
sary, and yet be very sorry for it, and his whole 
life may be embittered by the recollections of tho 
event. ’ Throw away your weapons, and then 
ban" the man as high as Hainan, who shoots or 
flirks an unarmed person, no matter what the 
quarrel may be. — N. 1. Star.

Ititner, and sent an officer to Harrisburg with 
power to Call out ihe regular forces of the United 
Slates, we give the letter cf Rilner, nnd the Sec- 
retary of War’s reply, as communicated to Con- 
gres* by the Presiden’. The whole of the cor- 
respondence is too voluminous for our paper. 



Harrisburg, (Pa.) Dec. 7, 1838. 

Sir: It is my exceedingly unpleasant duty offi- 
cially to inform you that such a state of domestic 
violence exists at this place as has put an end, for 
the present, to all the exercise of the regular func- 
tions of the State Government. The Senate of the 
State has been compelled, by intimidation, to break 
up ia confusion. The duly appointed presiding 
officer of the House of Representatives was pre- 
vented from calling the House to order at the 
hour to which it stood adjourned, and was ejected 
from the hall by violence. The Stale Department 
is closed, and 1 have not deemed it safe or pru- 
dent to proceed to the Executive chamber since 
the first disturbance, which took place on the 4th 
instant. 

Under this state of things, I have thought if my 
duty to the good citizens of this Commonwealth, 
and to law and order, to lay the foregoing facts be- 
fore you, and to request you, in accordance with 
the fourth section of the fourth article of the Con- 
stitution ot the United States, to take measures to 
pr> tec l this State against the effects of the domes- 
tic violence which is now in existence. 

That there may be no doubt in your mind 
ns to the propriety of your interference at the pre- 
sent moment, without an application to the Legis- 
lature, it is only requisite to say that I have been 
officially informed that neither branch of the Lc- 
gislatui e-can, with freedom and safety, meet for the 
transaction of business; and, further, that though 
the Legislature of this State annually convenes on 
the first Tuesday in December, 1 have not yekbeon 
officially informed in the usual nnaiier of their or- 
ganization. 1 therefore do not believe that the 
Legislature can he convened, or that it is alrea- 
dy in session. 

On yesterday 1 made a formal application to 
Capt. E. V. Sumner, commanding the United 
States dragoons and other forces at. Carlisle, for the 
assistance of his command, of which the accom- 
panying papers will exhibit a copy, together with 
a copy ot his reply. 

For the full information of your Excellency, I 
enclose the copy of a proclamation which I have 
issued on the occasion, together with a published 
statement of the facts connected with the riot in 
the Senate chamber, signed by a majority of the 
Senators, and the material facts of which have been 
sworn to hy the Speaker nnd other members of the 
senate, and oilier published documents.

— Like As- 
bestos in the fires, purified, brightened, improved 
and refined by the flames kindled to consume it.” 



From Congress we have but little to notice of 
iuterest. Mr Adams and Mr Wise, seem as 
usuul to consume the limo of Congress with long 
speeches, which are. not likely to terminate in 
any good result. 

It is known that Mr Adams proposed to adopt 
strong measures ngainst Mr Stevenson, our 
Minister to England, for his daring to resent ntt 
insult offered to himself and country, by Daniel 
O’Connell. On the 31st December, Mr Adams 
“sent a letter to the chair which was read by the 
Clerk of the House. The letter was post marked 
Mor.tiromery, Alabama, and was received by one 
of the last mails. 

The letter threatens Mr Adams with assassi- 
nation; and the writer says he shall he here on 
the 2d January, (Wednesday) and will on that 
day, if opportunity offers, shoot Mr Adams tn the 
Hall of the House of Representatives. The 
writer slates further that he is a Iriend of Mr 
Stevenson, and feels himself as such aggrieved 
by Mr Adams’ resolutions in relation to Mr 
Stevenson and Daniel O’Connell. The writer 
also stales that when Mr C. Perry returns to the 
United States he will call J. Q. Adams to ac- 
count. The writer,! believe, signs himself B- 
I. Conwald.”

Mr Shir rod Wil- 
liams, ol Kentucky, proposed instead ot Wed- 
nesday, the first Monday of December next ! 
Thus affecting to wish to close the session, with- 
out performing any of the important duties fur 
which ho was sent to Congress. The proposition 
was too ridiculous, for even Mr Williams to have 
been serious in the proposition. 



To the C ucuaonwealth are we indebted for 
the list of acts passed by the Kentucky Legis- 
Intu re. 

The same paper gives the following account of 
the resolutions introduced into tire Senate at an 
early day of the session, bv Mr Beatty of Mason : 

Cosim ssioneks to Ohio — On Wednesday last, 
tho House of Representatives again went into 
i committee of the whole on the resolutions relating 
to the interference of citizens of Ohio with the 
, slave property of Kentucky. Those resolutions 
Iliad been extensively discussed before the recess. 
The debate was resumed by Mr. Buckner, of 
[Green, in opposition to the resolutions, and in fa- 
vor of the substitute. He was followed by Mr. 
Morehcad, of Franklin, Mr. Gray, of Christian, 
and Mr. Marshall, of Woodford, in favor of the 
resolutions. Mr. Buckner made a reply to some 
remarks of Mr. Marshall, and the committee then 
rose, no amendments having been adopted. — 
When the resolutions were reported hack to the 
House, the previous question was called and 
sustained, and the question being taken on the 
passage of the preamble and resolutions, as they 1 
came from the Senate, they were adopted by a 
vote of 19 to 12. On Thursday, tho two Houses 
went into an election of Commissioners, when the 
lion. James T. Morehcad and the lion. J. Speed 
Smith, were elected. The vote for Mr. Morehcad 
was unanimous, with the exception of the vole of 
Mr. Nuttall, Senator from Henry, who voted for 
Rowan and Mr. Bibb. Tho vote for Mr. 
Speed Smith was the . same with that given to 
Mr. Morehcad. with the exception of Col. Jesnp, 
Senator from Todd and Christian, who voted only 
jfor the first named (Mr. Morehcad,) commis 
siouers. 

Thus has been brought to a close one of Ihe 
most interesting and important subjects which 
have occupied the Kentucky Legislature for years, 
j The debate was eminently creditable to the tal- 
ents and patriotism of the General Assembly. — 
‘Upon one point there was no discrepancy of opin- 
ion, and that was the most material, to-wit, the 
necessity for some legislation on the part of Ohio, to 
, to prevent the interference with the property of Ken- 
tucky. As to the mode by whiclrthe attention of 
tiic Ohio Legislature should be called to it, there 
were differences of sentiment as to which would 
jbe the most respectful. Our Legisloture, anima- 
ted by a sincere desire to maintain the most fnend- 
|ly relations with a sister State, and aware at the 
same time of the delicate nature of the questions 
involved, pays her the high compliment of sand- 
ing two ot our distinguished statesmen, to repre- 
sent in person the grievances of which Kentucky 
complains. We have no fears but that they will 
be received with every mark of courtesy, and that 
the mission will tend, in a great degree, to allay 
all excitement, and place the future relations of 
tho two States, upon that amiable basis which has 
so long characterized them.

Wg nlso learn from tho Commonwealth, (hat 
Mr Dixon of (he Senate, has introduced a bill to 
create and establish a real estate Bank of Ken- 1 
lucky, and giveathe following view of the man- 
ner in which the stork is to be raised, and the' 
branches located. Rumor says the bill will prob- 
ably pass: 

*' f vv 'o millions of the stock to be subscribed by the 
Stat c i and three millions by individuals, companies and 
corporations. On the amount to be taken by individu- 
als, 25 per cent, will be required to be paid in cash at 
stated periods and by instalments. To enable the stock- 
holders to raise the residue of the stock, they are au- 
thorized to execute mortgages upon real estutc to the 
bank, which real estate is to be of twice the value of 
/he stock to be secured, and to embrace the stock alsd 
paid in Upon doing of which, the State issues her 
scrip or bonds, to the bank for the benefit of the branch 
which has raised the subscriptions and secured the mort- 
gages, which scrip is to bear an interest of 5 per cent., 
and not to be sold at less than par, and redeemable at 
such times as may be agreed on within five years after 
the expirationof the charter. Tho proceeds of the sale 
of the scrip to bo a fund to bank on. 

The branches to be located by two-thirds of the stock- 
holders of each branch, and in the event of their falling 
to locate, the parent board to locate the branch. The 
dividends upon the individual stork to go to the pay- 
ment, — first, of the interest on the State bonds, and the 
residue to the payment of the stock subscribed.”
